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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


July 31, 1981 


Dear Fellow Missourians: 


The first month of the fiscal year historically registers less total general 
revenue than any other month. 

And July, 1981, has been no exception. 

July general revenue collections rose 4.03 percent above collections for 
July, 1980. General revenue receipts last month totaled $95,753,602, a 
$3.7 million increase over the same month last year. But July remains the 
only month of the year in which receipts do not reach $100 million. 

Sales tax receipts last month totaled $35,291,772, up 5.8 percent over 
July, 1980. 

Motor vehicle sales tax edged 3.55 percent ahead of figures for last July, 
totaling $2,604,783. 

July individual income tax receipts totaled $35,694,546, a 7.1 percent 
increase over July last year. 

But corporate income tax receipts were down more than $2.1 million 
from totals last July, bringing in only $5,402,102. 

Continued sluggish growth in general revenue adds to the importance 
of a comprehensive study of Missouri’s tax structure. I support the efforts 
of the House Interim Committee to Study Missouri’s Tax System. Studies 
of this type can only serve to help locate inequities in the state’s system of 
taxation, eliminate waste of tax dollars and promote the efficiency neces- 
sary to continue providing basic services without unduly or unfairly bur- 
dening any Missouri taxpayer.
